Despite warnings by members 
of the board of selectmen and the 
finance committee of the poasibil- 
ity of a record-breaking 1957 tax 
rate, the approximately 200 tax- 
payers attending the annual town 
meeting Tuesday evening in town 
hall voted total expenditures for 
1957 of $358,736.99. 

Last year’s expenditures were 
$320,999.45. 

The 1957 figure included $307,- 
286.99 from local taxation and 
$51,450 transfers from available 
funds. 

It is estimated that this will 
mean a rise of about $18 over the 
present $75 tax rate. 


Rejected were proposals for the 
purchase of an $11,000 truck for 
the highway department, $1,000 
for a summer playground pro- 
gram, a $3,500 for a new fire 
alarm system and $2,400 for group 
insurance for town employees. 

Part of the increase was at- 
tributed to the operating budget 
for the Pioneer Valley Regional 
school scheduled to open in Sep- 
tember of $33,679.25, and a capi- 
tal budget of $32,951.74.

This collection, which contains 
many fine and beautiful exam- 
ples of the rug maker’s art, is the 
property of Arthur T. Gregorian 
of Newton, Mass. Mr. Gregorian 
is an alumnus of Mount Hermon 
school where his son is now a stu- 
dent. His daughter graduated 
from Northfield last June. 


For the past year Mr. Gregori- 
an has been holding a series of 
informal evening classes for fac- 
ulty members and wives _ at 
Mount Hermon school. He has in- 
troduced them to the art of re- 
storing worn rugs so that many 
of them have transformed old and 
practically worthless runners and 
scatter rugs into beautifully ren- 
ovated pieces. Mr. Gregorian says, 
“Mount Hermon is probably the 
first cultural center anywhere to 
have a group of people skilled 
and informed in one of the most 
ancient and least understood of 
all the creative arts.” 


The rugs displayed in this ex- 
hibit, which was shown in the 
Mount Hermon library for two 
weeks prior to its being moved to 
Northfield, start with simple but 
beautful examples of flat woven 
fabrics in narrow strips without 
nap but with beautiful stripes and 
blended colors. By sewing these 
strips together the very earliest 
weavers created tents, bed cover- 
ings, covering for their animals 
and many other useful articles. 
Also shown are examples of the 
crude but colorful work of the 
nomads and the intricate and 
carefully. designed and executed 
work of the most highly skilled 
weavers of all the great Persian 
cities. Examples of little-known 
rugs are incl.ided such as Souj- 
bulak, Kashgi-shiraz, Turkoman 
and Samarkand.

In answer to 
the question, ‘‘Who is going to 
win in Asia?” the subject of his 
talk, Mr. Limb gave plain and 
straight forward answers, saying 
—Asia is the bone of contention 
between the communist and free 
worlds in a world getting smaller 
by the hour and becoming a com- 
munity where all will have to get 
along together. When he first 
came to the United States in 1914 
the trip took 36 days and this 
year 36 hours. Asia is the world’s 
largest land mass from which 
comes 90% of our rubber, 45% of 
all our manganese, necessary for 
steel manufacture, and other re- 
sources indispensable in our indus- 
tries and in addition it holds the 
man power of 900,000,000 people 
who are waiting, on the fence, to 
see who will win in Asia. 

The Communists and the free 
world are like salesmen showing 
their wares and the most dynam- 
ic, aggressive, determined force 
will win.
